THE WATER AUTAORITY. 

We have pointed out time and again 
tho arbitrury power which the Water 
Regulations place in the bands of the 
Water Authority. ‘lo give such autho- 
rity to ony publio officer is, wo-have 
persistently muinteined, a mistake ; and 
more than once wo have had occasion 
to severely criticisa the Governor in 
Council (whoever ha was) for sanction- 
ing tho bestowal of such arbitrary 
pores as agaiust rotepuyers. in this 

Jolony. It has been contended, of 
courso, that an official who possesses an 
averege amount of common’ sonso and 
prudence will not exerciso such power 
and futhority to the annoyance and in- 
convenitnee of respectuble, law-abiding 
residents. But it ix to be regretted the 
experience of Hongkong fails to furnish 
good ground for this supposition. How 
many of our officials Lave proved the 
possession of common sense? ‘Tuo many 
of our publio cervaots hero have muc 
more frequently shown that they can 
clumsily tread on the corns of the com- 
munity, and, when called in question, fly. 
toand rely upon the literal interpreta- 
tion of the Jaw to cover their blunders. 

An incident.oceurred within the last 
week or two- which demonstrates the 
folly of trusting arbitrary authority 
to one individual, however discreet and 
obliging that person might be.. ‘The 
present Water Authority no doubt re- 
gards it na his duty to earry ont these 
regulations to the letter, and he appar- 
ently does so without reference tu ex- 
tenuating circumstances of aay kind 
—even in spite of the absolute failure of 
tho water supply for the past half-year 
or more, Une of our leading residents 
and property-owners who pays some-’ 
thing like nine dollars per month for. 
water for his house was served the 
other day (27th February)- with the 
tollowing reminder ;— 

‘ Water and Drainage Departmont, Hong- 
kong, 27 February, 1896. - Sir~-[ have the 
honour to inform you that the sum of dolla, 
Dine, cents seventeen, due to the Colonial 
“Government for the supply of water to No, 

‘ .. Street haa not yet been paid into the 
Tressury, Uclces this sum is paid into the 
Treasury within one weak from the date of 
this notice, thé water will be shut off from 
the above-mentioned premises under authori- 
ty of scction 18 sub-scation & of the Water 
Ordinanoe, and will nut bo turned on again 
until such eum hag been paid.—I have.the 
honour to bo, Sir, your obedient servant, 
Francis A. Coaren, Water Authority.’ 

We believe the account for this trif- 
ing sum was for consamption, during 
the month of January last, and the 
account fer the same had never 
reached the resident to whom we refer. 
It is alleged in the corréspondenca 
arising out of this petty affair that when, 
afterreceipt of the threatening remiuder 
senper to the Water Authority to explain 
the circumstances and ask for a duplicate 
account, the duplicate was refused, On 
the 11th March, coolies were observed 
bythe housé-owner digging a trepch io 
front of his door, and upon inquiry it 
was discovered that the Water Authori- 
ty was enforcing payment in his own 
peculiar manuer, ‘under the authority 
of section 18, sub-section 5, ete. In 
foct the water was being cut off al- 
though the money had been puid into 
the Treasury the day before! A write 
ten remonstrance was at ence forwarded 
to the over-zealous Watéi Authority, 
and to this request, to know the-reason 
for such treatment, the followiag reply 
was received from the Director of Pub- 
lio Works :— g 

*Publio Works Office, Hongkong, 11th 
March, 1896, —-Sir-Io raply to your letter 
of this dato, I hava the honour to iufurm you 
that the water has been cut off from the pre: 
mises refered to, owing to the accounts ren- 
dered on the 90th January loat not yet 
baving been paid, though your attention yas 
oalled thereto again oa the 27th ultimo. — 
T hove the honour to be, Sis, your obedient 
servant, Fuancis A, Coorsr, Director of 
Public Works.’ : 

As wo bive already stated, the Acting 
Coloniat ‘Treasurer's recoipt for the 
sum in question, is dated the 10th 
March, The water. was not restored 
until 10 om. next day (12th). “For all 
that wo know, thie may or may not, be 
asclitary case, Perhaps it is necessary 
that rigid regulations should exist to 
enabla the authorities to guard and 
check the distribution of our so-called 
water supply. Bat the ‘bungling 
arbitrariness of cases like that above 
detailed conclusively proves that Mr 
Cooper is not the kind of maz to be en- 
trusted with the unchecked power of en- 
forcing these ragulations. | No one has 
ever disputed tha ability and integrity 
of the Water. Authority, but bo” hos 
now (f he has not done so before) 
proved that Lé possesses little or -no 
discretion, and that attribute, in a small 
Colony like Hongkong, is 6 mest 
important thing, «We ‘commend the 
case to the serious attention of H.E. the! 
Governor. Ifwe are all to be treated 
like-arraigned criminals by the Water 
Authority, that authority might take 
the trouble | of. verifying: his io- 
dictments, There are other reasons 
why discretion and. care’ should bave 
been exercised in the presont case, to 
which we will net now refer. But His 
Excellency may discover them if he will 
“but take the trouble to inquire, ©”

THE WAR-GAME. - 

Colonel Hart, Director of Military Edut 
cation in India, writoa as follows in his ‘las- 
Annual Roport :— . 

“LP repeat onco more my remarks upon 
tho war-gimo which does not seem to bo 
popular in our aervicu, and as it is frequent- 
ly asked if it is really instructive, I veatura 
to offer ny opinion. Tho game haa certain 
dofects, but if properly ovannged, it is not 
to be despised any more than manoeuvres 
undar peaco conditions, which aro open to 
very similar ubjections, that isto suy, thu 
‘moral effect? and ‘chance,’ which ara 
often the ruling factors in war, ate neces= 
satily excluded from mimic warfare, But 
the war-game teaches thoroughly to inexpo- 
piencad officers thy impurtant relation bo- 
twoca time and distones, and effords prac- 
fico in the calculations necessary for 
marches; and it gives junior officers an 
opportunity of commanding an imaginary 
mixed forca, long before they can hope to 
havo tho chance of showing thoir akill in 
tho fiald with actual troops, “Drawing up 
the venoral and epecial ‘ideas’ is oxcallont 
practice for senior officora, and facility in 
roading maps is acguired, Writing the 
necessary ordora is very inatructive, and 
much is to bo learnt by making the diaposi- 
tiona tio imaginary troops for attack or 
defence, for marches or for vatposts, The 
gamo also afturds splendid practice in um- 
piring, and, aftor it is ovor, the chief 
tmpire is expected to give his reason for 
important decisions ond a criticism on tho 
operations, in fact to deliver nn impromptu 
lecture on tactics, which ehould be guod 
practice aud instructive to all concerned, 
and it promotes discusaion.,

BRITISH DIPLOMACY AND TRADE. 


London, Feb. 7. 


Some time ago it wae rumoured that the 


Forei» Office would respond te the aug- 
gestions Of the Chambers af Oummetce in 
favour of. an incroaso in the numbor of 
Commercial Attachéds not only in Europe, 
bat also in China,: where it was believad 
that one or more able men, not engaged in 
consmtar duty, might with advantuge be 
connected with our legation at Pekia, wha 
would dovote themaelves apecially tc a care- 
ful scrutiny of the entira field of trade in 
China, ombracing in their viow.not anly 
material subjects aud aypects, but also con- 
ditions of trade aud strict observation of 
tho methods pursued by our competitors 
in promoting their interests, Further. 
more, taking o more comprehensive. view 
of the entire field than can possibly be 
npen to any particular Consul, such ayents 
might be able tu suggest to our traders 
genoral lines of activity, whether geographi- 
cal ur coumorcial, and through tho telo- 
graph, with the-aunction of the Minister, 
wivo parly information of openings for 
British compotition or of intriguos which 
aAvete menacing to established British trade. 

A recent speech of Mr Curzun’s rather 
gavo tho impression that the Government 
was fully alive to the importance of en- 
larging the Foreign Oftico. steff abrond for 
these purgoses. But we learn, on Ute best 
authority, that there is no intention of ap- 
pointing any Oommercial Attachéa in the 
Far Eqat, as, apparetitly, the Guvernmont 
considers that tho Cunsuls on tho spot con 
do whatever is required in this direction. 
Tho Troagury, wo believe, decidedly objects 
to an increaso of the Commercial Attuchds 
in avy part of the world. Wo are actin o 
hurry to cundemn this decision, because wo 
are assured that it has’ beon carefully con- 
siderod, but it “will undoubtedly cxcite 
rauch disappointment in many commercial 
circles favourably diaposed towards tho 
Ministry, und it will have to be orplained 
and dofended in the House of Commons. 
Ata moment when there ida neck-and-neck 


competition with our rivals, and particular- 
ly with Germany, it does seom to ho a 
penpy-wise-and-pound-foolieh policy to he- 
sitate about the oxpenditure of a few thou- 
sands per annum in order to obtain tho 
most perfect and intelligent explanation 
possible of neglected openings for our en- 
terprisa; of tho rensona for tho failure or 
reduction of our trade ; of the causce of our 
rivula’ success. We are perfectly well aware 
that much valuable information on these 
points, so for os localitios coming within 
tho ange of consular viow is concarned, is 
supplied in tho Conaular Reports, buta more 
comprehensive: visw of national trade and 
international trado might with advantage 
.| be supplied by epecial agonts of o higher 
capacity and having moro enlarged spheres 


of observation und comparison. 


Of course it has to bo rémemborod that

ELECTRIC WIRES KILLING TEFES. 

‘In Franca,’ says Cosmos, ‘great caro is 
token in locating the wires that carry high- 
tension eleotrio currenta, whether used for 
light ot for power, but in Amerioa the thing 
is dono more simply, No one bothers him- 
self about what is to be found at the sido of 
tho wire, and it passes amoug the branches of 
trees, and across thickets, unoonacions of 
the damage that it may do, Now in many 
towns it hos been remarked that the trees 
crossed by the ourrent dwindle aud die, It 
hes lsd becn observed that tho death of 
theso trees invariably follows the rainy 
season; the feaves, boing then soaked with 
ravisture, become good senductore, and load 
tho onrrent down into the tree fram the 
wire. The wires, to be sure, have been 
insulated, but the protective layer has beon 
quickly destroyed by the friction of the 
Dracches and the line becomes bare, produo- 
ing thus results that it would havo been 
well to avoid. And the electricity is the 
ouly thing that oan be ooonsed of this, It 
suffices, to cunvinea ono’a self, to compare 
the condition of the trees traversed by the 
wires with that of neighboring treee, It 
| hes often been noticed tant ina storm all 
the trees through which wires pats dJe in a 
few-hours, whila the surrounding ones are 
pot tanched. This isa very serious source 
of complaint, and causes somo lawsuite,’
